Evidence regarding a footprint found in a 
gateway leading to the field where the body 
of Mary McCarthy was discovered was given 
at Clonmel to-day, when further depositions 
were taken in the case in which Henry Glee- 
son, aged 38, of Marlhill, New Inn, is 
charged with the murder of Mary McCarthy, 
aged 40, unmarried, of Marlhill, on Novem- 
ber 21st, 

Detective-Sergeant Breen, Clonmel, said the 
footprint was that of a left boot or shoe, and 
it show2d that ris wearer would have been 
travelling in the direction of the field. A 
cast of the print, which #howed certain char- 
acteristics, was taken, and on comparing it 
with a shoe handed to him on December 5th 
by Dr. ‘McGrath, State Pathologist, he was 
of opinion that the print was made by the 
shoe handed to him by Dr. McGrath. 
Continuing, Sergeant Breen ssid he was 
present in the house of John Caezar when the 
accused man made a statement to Inspector 
O’Reilly, which was taken down in writing. 
Henry Gleeson asked the inspector, ‘‘ Have 
you fixed the time when Mary McCarthy 
died?” and the inspector replied that he did 
not know 

Guard Ruth, New Inn, stated that he and 
Sergeant Daly and Henry Gleeson went to 
the field where the body lay, after Gleeson 
bad reported at the New Inn Barrack his 
discovery of the body. When they reached 
a gateway in the field he could not see the 
body, but Gleeson told them the way to go, 
saying. This way.” When they got to the 
body Gleeson stood away from it about seven 
or eight yards. While they were there Glee- 
son made no remark of any description. Later 
he came back with a sheet with which he, 
himself, covered the body, Gleeson assisting 
him in doing so. 

Sergeant Reynolds, Thurles, stated that on 
November 21st he went to the house of John 
(Caesar, who produced a single-barrelled 
GAN ON sbot-gun. which was clean and 
smelled freshly of powder. 

The further hearing was adjourned to 
Thursday next at Clonmel.

TWO YEARS’ SENTENCE IN 
AMERICA

NEW YORK, Friday. 
Isidore Lazarus (58), described as having 


been “a close friend” of such German 
leaders as Goering and Goebbels, was to-day 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment and a 
fine of 2,500 dollars (about £625), for pass- 
port frauds. He pleaded guilty. 
According to the Government Prosecutor, 
Lazarus carried large sums of money out of 
Germany for such German leaders as Goering 
and Goebbels, and deposited it in other coun- 
tries, where some of it ‘‘ was believed to have 
been used to finance espionage work and 
propaganda. 
Lazarus, who was indicted for making false 
statements in obtaining a passport and using 
the same, was described by the prosecutor as 
a native of Rumania, and a dealer in inter- 
national exchange, whom foreign Governments 
regarded as an espionage agent. 
e obtained a passport in 1937, the prose- 
cutor declared, through the United States 
Consul in Berlin, by stating that he was 
born in America. Although he was a Jew, 
he added, Lazarus was a close friend of the 
German Ministers, Schacht and Robert Ley, 
and took money out of Germany on their 
behalf and for Goering. 
Lazarus insisted that he used his connec- 
tions to help refugees to “ get a small per- 
centage of their money out of Germany,“ 
stated the prosecutor. 
Both Lazarus and his counsel stated in 
court that Lazarus had cultivated high Ger- 
man officials only to aid the victims of perse- 
cution. 

ecu gy he the prosecutor, Lazarus de- 
posited 36,000 dollars (about £9,000) in his 
own name in a New York bank after trans- 
ferring it from a bank in Stockholm. He also 
transferred 32,000 dollars from a bank in 
Amsterdam to a bank in New York, deposit- 
ing under the name of Lee Lane, and 
placed 70,000 dollars worth of securities in 2 
safety deposit box at the bank.

NEW COLLEGE SOCIETIES 
FOUNDED 


Br Our CoRRESPONDENT. 


I is now three hundred years since a very 


distinguished ex-Provost of Trinity 

College was saved, by his great learn- 
ing and sanctified wisdom, from the troubles 
of the times and the religious fury of the 
people. The people of Ireland in 1641 had 
received no great incentives to exercise re- 
ligious toleration, nor did they greatly exer- 
cise it. But as for William Bedell, his 
prudence and charity were both such that 

, » even those that in point of 2 
were of the Roman persuasion, of which 
there were very many in his diocese (from 
being Provost of Trinity he had become 
Bishop of Kilmore). did yet (such is the 
power of visible piety), ever look upon him 
with respect and reverence; and testified it 
by a concealing and safe protecting him from 
death in the late horrid rebellion in Ireland, 
when the fury of the wild Irish knew no 
distinction of persons, and, yet, there and 
then, he was protected and cherished by 
those of a contrary persuasion; and there 
and then he died, not by violence or mis- 
usage, but by grief in a quiet prison.“ 

e story is a pretty one, as Izaak Walton 
tells it (the Concise Dictionary of National 
Biography is less enthusiastic, saying simply, 
died from hardships endured during rebellion 
of 1641 ). It might even bear a moral for 
modern persons connected with the College, 
to encourage them in paths of sanctity and 
learning that they ma. the more easily sur- 
vive in these troubled times. 

But I may, perhaps, expect a letter 
pointing out the real reason for the 
mysterious survival of Bishop Bedell—that 
he was the maker of the famous Bedell’s 
Bible, the first translator of the Bible into 
the Irish language. Gaelicism, it will be 
remarked, rather than sanctity or learning, 
was the true explanation of the generous 
treatment accorded to the versatile Bishop. 

And from this also could be drawn a moral 
for the College

attention than any other group of 
animals, but it was not until the present 
century that the study of the live bird 
in the field really began. Studying birds 
in this way, practised observers have been 


interested and often fascinated by the 


many and varied t of behaviour 
adopted by different birds to bring about 
the all- important function of attracting 
a mate, and of starting and maintaining 
2 of events known as the breeding 
cycle. 

This branch of bird-study is only now 
developing, and was not touched upon by 
some of the earlier observers, who possibly 
failed to interpret many of the charac- 
teristic. actions and posturings pany- 
ing display of the ornaments and plumes 
possessed by many kinds of birds, without 
which some of the most striking displays 
would not be possible. The most remark- 
able are possessed by the birds-of-paradise, 
whose displays are famed for their unique 
splendour of adornment; but, as every 
kind of bird adopts certain characteristic 
attitudes of display, some can be witnessed 
almost on our doorstep by those who know 
what to look for. 

In this handy volume Mr. C. R. Stonor 
gives brief, but comprehensive, descrip- 
tions of the courtship and display of a 
wide range of species now available from 
many ornithological works. The book is 
intended chiefly for the non-specialist 
interested in birds, whose interest must 
surely be animated by what he reads in 
its pages, while the specialist will find 
here a most useful book of reference on 
the subject. The excellent descriptions 
are supported by some of the most remark- 
able and original photographs ever pro- 
duced in one volume.

After dinner Lady Gregory called and 
she read some poems. Yeats himself had 
a sore throat, and read only one m. 
That was the Cean Dur Deelish,” and 
Masefield was much impressed y his 
method of reading: That wavering, 
ecstatic song, then heard by me for the 
first time, was to remain with me for 
years. *

When Bernard Shaw was having his 

rtrait bust modelled by Jacob Epstein, 

e made a remark to the effect that the 
bust would be a safeguard to both of 
them, If G. B. S. were forgotten as a 
writer he would be remembered as the 
model for Epstein’s famous portrait bust ; 
if Epstein were forgotten as a seulptor, he 
would be remembered as the man who 
once modelled the famous playwright, 
Shaw. i 
This book is rather like that bust, and, 
apart from the fact that it was written 
by Masefield and about Yeats, it would 
not excite any particular intere:t one way 
or the other. There is one thing, .how- | 
ever, that redeems the book from 
mediocrity ; a poem called ‘‘ Finn and the 
Chessmen.”’

It is by far the best thing in the book, 
and tells how Finn and the Fianna sat 
playing chess and waiting for the chess- 
men to come to life, until one day the 
devils invaded the country. For fifty 
years the Fianna fought the devils. Then 
they conquered, buried their fallen 
friends and returned, a dwindled troop, 
to Tara and the gamo of chess.

CCASIONALLY the i 
reviewer takes home a book gloomil 
prepared to find it tiresomely technical, 
when, in fact, it proves to be both 
interesting and excellent. The cover of 
Mr. Carse’s book is in keeping with its 
not very stimulating title; inside it is 
pleasantly printed, while the entertaining 
style of the author makes his account of 
a rather scientific development delight- 
fully readable. 
The orchestra of to-day has a consti- 
tution which has long been stabilised and 
standardised. During the eighteenth 
century the orchestra which was still in 
the process of formation.

board and chordal instruments by the

The story of La Poupliniere's private 
orchestra, he example, forms , an im- 
portant episode in the development of 
orchestral music in Paris—a large share of 
the credit for bringing horns and clarinets 
into French orchestras and for stimulating 
a taste for symphony in France must go 
to the rich tax-farmer and the little group 
of influential] musicians who made music 
for him. 

The Court orchestras of the numerous 
German kings and princes provide a great 
deal of data as to the constitution and 
strength of orchestras throughout the 
century. 

The scenes of musical activity in Eng- 
land were the theatres, concert-rooms and 
pleasure gardens of London, with a few 
outlying centres such as Dublin, Edin- 
burgh and Bath.”’ | 

After 165 pages of information, includ- 
ing a mass of detailed orchestral history 
hitherto hidden away in obscure corners 
of eighteenth century musical literature, 
Mr. Carse concludes with an examination 
of the question of how the eighteenth 
century orchestra played. He says: 
Allowing for the facts that musicians 
were always playing music which was 
technically easy and of which every note 
would be heard, the general conclusion 
must be that the standard of orchestral 
performance in the eighteenth century was 
such as would hardly be tolerated at the 
present time.

The Russian Ballet 


A Life of Diaghil ev

Ser Diaghilev's death in 1929 there 
have been many heated arguments 
between his supporters and the supporters 
of Vaslav Nijinsky as to which of them 
was the injured party. Many unpleasant 
things were said about Diaghilev, and 
until Arnold nan. — of — 
appeared he was rega rather as a type 
of — a éi sucked the blood 
out of the younger and more creative 
members of the company, and then took 
all the credit himself. 3 

While Serge Lifar's life of Diaghilev 
does not claim to present any point o 
view on this matter, undoubtedly it, too, 
will serve to raise the position of this 
strange genius—that much- abused word, 
perhaps not out of place here—in the 
minds of the balletomanes, who know little 
about him, and the greater public, who 
know less. 


Early Life 


The first part of the book deals with the 
life of Serge Diaghilev before the autbor 
knew him, and is of interest solely from 
a documentary point of view. There are 
none of the delightful personal touches so 
evident in the second part of the book, 
which deals with Diaghilev as Lifar knew 
him—a lovable, generous, brilliant—if at 
times erratic and difficult—man. 

The book is rather like a ballet itself, a 
ballet in which the principal parts are 
taken by celebrities with names that are 
familiar—so familiar as to be almost 
household words—to anyone even remotely 
interested in the arts. Ravel is there and 
Debussy and Bakst. Cocteau, Sitwell and 
Picasso rub shoulders with the hundreds 
of celebrated dancers that must necessarily 
come into any book about Russian ballet. 

Serge Lifar is the last of four great 
máitres de ballet to have studied under 
Diaghilev, and to him they owe a greater 
debt of gratitude than ever they can 
repay. Fokine, Nijinsky and Massine 
were the other three. In the book Serge 
Lifar is not slow to acknowledge this 


debt. 

One 8 interesting feature of 
the book is Lifar's account of the most 
unusual creative methods adopted by 


Diaghilev to express himself through the 
medium of other artistes. This process 
was always conducted in an atmosphere 
almost electric, and the danger of shock 
was very great. 


The Two Serges 


The two Serges met in 1923, and at 
once Lifar came under the dominating 
influence of the other’s personality. from 
that time till 1929 he kept a diary, and 
the diary forms the basis for a large part 
of the biography. There is an interesting 
reference to Mussolini, too, who was at 
that time on friendly terms with 
Diaghilev, and even used to write ballet 
notices for his newspaper. 

To many the most interesting feature 
of the book will be the part dealing with 
Lifar’s meeting with Nijinsky. Actually 
they met several times, but the last time 
undoubtedly was the most significant. At 
that time he managed to persuade 
Nijinsky to dance a few steps by perform- 
in excerpts from | ae and 
1. mil Nijinsky executed some 
faultless entre- chats siz and pas de bourré, 
but when the music—a gramophone 
record—ceased the film closed down again 
and Nijinsky forgot that he was once a 
dancer. 

This is an important contribution to a 
fascinating collection of books, the litera- 
ture of the Russian Ballet.

Facing the Facts 


Sessions of Dail Eireann are so infre- 
quent that any special summoning of it 
is bound to be regarded as a portent of 
something serious. Mr. Cosgrave, after a 
meeting of his party, has called for a 
special session, and the Dail, as a result, 
has been convened for next Thursday. Its 
| task will be to discuss the problem—the 
extremely knotty problem—of supplies. 
We hope, and believe, that the special 
session will do good. It is idle to pretend 
that uneasy rumours have not been 
running like wild-fire throughout the 
country during recent weeks, and a free 
and frank discussion at Leinster House 
will permit the people to form a correct 
judgment of the country’s actual position, 
and will put a stop to some of the wilder 
fruits of the popular imagination. For 
over a year the twenty-six counties have 
lived in greater comfort than any country 
so near to the war zone had any right to 
expect. To all intents and purposes, Éire 
has been short of nothing. Petrol, indeed, 
has been rationed, but until a fortnight ago 
no motorist has been the victim of serious 
inconvenience. It is true that the effects 
of the war have made themselves manifest 
by indirect means; a general shortage of 
steel, for example, has curtailed building 
operations, and has involved the dis- 
employment of a substantial number of 
tradesmen and labourers. The fact remains, 
however, that Eire merely is beginning to 
feel the pinch. Petrol no longer can reach 
her shores in its old abundance, so that 
not only are thousands of motorists unable 
to use their cars, but thousands of men 
whose livelihood depends on the motoring 
trade are confronted with dismissal from 
their jobs. It is foolish to beat about the 
bush. What has happened in respect of 
petrol may happen also in respect of other 
seasborne commodities. This country is, 
in the circumstances of to-day, almost 
entirely dependent on British ships for 
its supply of those commodities which 
must come from outside; and the British 
no longer can spare the ships to carry 
those commodities to our quays. For that 
matter, they no longer can obtain certain 
commodities for themselves. Their shortage 
of artificial manures is at least as severe 
as ours, and whit they have not got they 
cannot re-export—even with the best will 
in the world. Wheat, which must trave! 
across thousands of miles of ocean, is 
running short with them, and, pari passu, 

as more Irish Ministers than one have 
said, is bound to run short with us, unless 
the deficiency can be repaired from our 
own fields. These are some of the urgent 
circumstances that have impelled Mr. 

Cosgrave to press for à special session of 
the Dail. 

It is time, in our view, that the people 
were taken fully into the Government's 
confidence. Ministerial warnings have had 
nothing like the necessary effect. When 

Mr. de Valera or Mr. Lemass announces 
that there is a grave danger of a scarcity 

of such and such a.commodity, only a 

handful of people pays any attention, 

and when the prophecy comes to pass—as 

happened with petrol yesterday morning 

the shock of realisation is severe. The 

people ought to be told precisely what 

stocks of certain essential commodities 

exist in the country, how long those stocks 

will last, and what chance there is—if | 
any—of their replenishment.

If the Government is intelligent, it will 
adopt a different—-a. franker—attitude 
towards our supplies of other essentials, 
and we think that its frankness will be 
rewarded. 


The Albanian Anabasis 


While international attention has been 
centred during the last few weeks on the 
exploits of General Wavell’s Army of the 
Nile, the Greek army in Albania has been 
making steady, if not spectacular, pro- 
gress. Weather conditions in the Balkans 
at this time of year are terribly severe. 
In modern warfare armies no longer go 
into winter quarters, and since the middle 
of last month Greeks and Italians alike 
have been fighting under appalling dif- 
culties. The Albanian mountain ranges 
have been covered for several weeks with 
heavy snow; even in the plains conditions 
are Arctic, and the motorised vehicles on 
which both the opposing armies depend 
so largely have been virtually immobilised 
since the bad weather began. Even the 
most hard-bitten newspaper men have 
been affected. Last week a special corre- 
spondent of The Times, a journal that is 
noted for its restraint, concluded a 
golumn-long description of the fighting in 
Southern Albania with the sentence: “I 
never have felt so miserable in all my 
life.“ In these circumstances, the news 
that Klissura has been captured by the 
Greeks will come as a surprise to the 
whole world. After their brilliant work at 
Argyrokastro and elsewhere, the Greek 
troops were expected to rest on their 
laurels until the spring, leaving the main 
burden of the offensive to be borne by the 
British Navy and Air Force. During 
recent weeks British airmen have been 
bombarding many important Italian 
bases, including Elbasan, which con- 
stitutes a vital link in General Soddu’s 
defensive chain. Valona has been sub- 
jected to a continuous plastering from 
the air, and, although certain reinforce- 
ments have been brought across from the 
Italian mainland to Albania, their move- 
ments have been hampered seriously. Now 
the Greeks have started to attack again. 
It seems that they took Klissura by 
assault, having met with small resistance 
in the end. The little town is about 
twenty miles to the north of Argyrokastro. 
It stands on a junction of two main roads, 
one of which is the highway to Tirana, tho 
Albanian capital, and, from the strategic 
point of view, its possession is almost as 
important as that of Koritza itself. 

The Greeks have been trying to capture 
Klissura since the end of November. They 
have been handicapped mainly by the 
weather conditions, which have been help- 
ing the defenders, and it hardly is too 
much to say that Klissura’s fall was un- 
expected. Now that it has failen, the 
position of the Italians in Southern 
Albania has become more difficult than 
ever. On the coastal road the way to 
Valona is open to the Greeks. In the 
north Elbasan has been made almost use- 
less as a point d’appui for the Italian 
armies; and the fall of Klissura will 
heighten General Soddu’s discomfiture. 
The successes of the British Army of the 
Nile in North Africa have been so remark- 
able that public opinion throughout the 
world has been inclined to forget the fact 
—for it is a fact—that, from the point of 
view of the allied campaign against Italy, 
Albania is more important than Libya. 
Strategically, as well as tactically, a 
Greek triumph in Albania would be likely 
to have a far greater influence on the 
general course of the war than the ex- 
pulsion of the Italian expeditionary force 
from Cyrenaica. Italy's prestige has been 
damaged by General Wavell’s victories in 
North Africa; it would suffer a mortal 
blow if the Greeks should be able to drive 
General Soddu’s legions: out of Albania. 
It is too soon yet to speak of Italy's defeat 
in the Balkan Peninsula. So long as re- 
inforcements of men and munitions of war 
can be ferried across the Straits of 
Otranto, there can be no. question of an 
Italian collapse ; but, if the Greeks should 
be able to capture Valona, the whole 
position would be changed. When the 


comes to be written, the Greeks will 
share with the Finns some of its highest 
honours.

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Music in England 
© Music may or may not have “charms fo 
soothe the savage breast,” but there 


| appears to be little doubt that it is the 


most desirable of the arts in time of wat. 
At the moment the people of London 
seem to be paying more attention to music 
The film 
business almost completely has been 
„wound up for the duration, and most 
of the cinemas are showing re-issues. The 
paper shortage and the numerous bomb- 
ings have diminished substantially the 
number of books which have been 
published. Most of the theatres have 
closed down, and the actors and actresses 
either are entertaining the troops, or they 
are out of work. Presumably, the 
painters have not ceased altogether to 
paint, but many of them are in the forces, 
and the facilities for holding exhibitions 
have been reduced. Only music seems to 
be gaining ground. The broadcasting 
services have been maintained almost 48 
in peace-time, and an excellent series of 
lunch-time recitals of music in the National 
Gallery has been organised. Recently 
the American Committee for Air Raid 
Relief presented five loud-speaker gramo- 
phone sets to provide the shelterers with 
as much music as they should care to 
have. This last clause in the statement 
undoubtedly will prove a bone of con- 
tention; for ideas will differ as to how 
much, and what kind of music is desirable. 
Mothers who wish their children to get to 
sleep early would prefer that there should 
be no music. Tired business men and 
housewives probably would prefer to brave 
the dangers of an air raid rather than 
face a continuous barrage of noisy dance 
music. On the other hand, if good music 
is played, the young people—or the 
majority of them—vwill be “ bored stiff. ;t 
seems improbable that the presentation of 
these loud-speaker gramophone sets will 
do much to foster a love of real music, but 
another report from London on the sub- 
ject of music seems to hold more promise. 
A full symphony orchestra, composed of 
men of all ranks, has been formed in the 
Southern Command in order to promote 
the playing of good music in the British 
Army. One cannot visualise a crowd of 
British ‘‘Tommies”’ sitting down to play 
the Eorica or the Pastoral symphony: 
The Long, Long Trail” seems to be a 
great deal more appropriate. At the sanie 
time, owing to conscription, many former 
professiona] musicians have now joined 
the Army, and this new symphony 
orchestra, while giving them facilities for 
practice, possibly may induce some other 
members of the army to take an interest 
in music.

In a leading article to-day The Times =” : 
The welcome arrival in London of Mr. 
Harry Hopkins as President Roosevelt's 
personal representative marks yet another 
stage in the closer knitting of Anglo- 
American relations. So, it need hardly be 
said, does the introduction into Congress 
yesterday of the highly important measure 
entitled formally ‘‘An Act to Promote the 
Defence of the United States,” but panu- 
larly known as the British Aid Bill.“ 

Mr. Hopkins is primarily concerned, ao 
doubt, with the important problem of the 
production of both countries for the pur- 
poses of the war, but he will be in a position 
to look still further ahead—to the important 
art of which Captain Lyttleton spoke in 
his broadcast to North America the other 
day—that the British Empire and the United 
States will be called on to play in the post- 
war revival of trade. 3 

The drying-up of the channel of inter- 
national trade and the development of 
autarky has been widely recognised as 
one of the crucial problems in the last twenty 
years and a major cause of the war. Great 
Britain has been, perhaps, more acutely con- 
scious of them than any other Great Power; 
for no country has owed more of its strength 
and prosperity to the free international 
exchange of goods, credits and services. 
Ever since. 1919 British statesmen and 
British economists, in common with those of 
many other countries, have been constantly 
preoccupied with the problem af removing 
or mitigating the barriers to this exchange. 
But their efforts were almost wholly un- 
successfu'. Throughout this period obstacles 
to internaticnal trade increased in geometrical 
a sees Professions of goodwill not- 
withstanding, Governments everywhere 
exercised the utmost ingenuity in devising 
new methods of restriction. Despite the 
efforts of a few countries in certain limited 
fields, the crescendo of destruction was still 
in progress when war broke out. 

The revival of international trade, con- 
cludes The Tynes, must be an important aim 
of any future peace settlement; for an 
abundant and prospero- commerce is one 
of the surest guarantees against unemploy- 
ment and against war.

It is 
thought that the idea was to test the 
defences generally. If this was so, the 
answer was that there were more guns in 
action than for weeks past. In London 
four hundred fire bombs were dropped in 
one centre, but on the whole fires wera 
uickly mastered and casualties were fev, 
ans of the incendiary bombs were 
quickly put out by fire watchers and 
civilians. Among the buildings damaged 
were a church, schools, and a public.

The Meeting-place 

It appears as if London was the meeting. 
place last night for the German machines, 
which flew across the coasts at many 
points.

being fired at a rapid rate. From 
variety of bombs dropped, ranging from 
small incendiary to medium and large 
high-explosive types, it is probable that 
the enemy force was composed of heavy 
and light bombers, although the majority 
seemed to be:ong to forced based in France 
and Belgium. 


Ministers’ Grievances 

The junior members of the British 
Government ere voicing a grievance as to 
their position, declaring that they are not 
getting the promotion due to them for 
long service. While the senior Ministers 
are moved around, the younger men 
appear to be somewhat ignored. Except 
for some transfers to other department:, 
very few of them move to better posts. 
Quite often it has happened that a new 
man 1s brought into the Government from 
outside, and the junior Ministers express 
the view that some of their members are 
entitled by experience and knowledge to 
posts that are not denied to stranczers. 
Hopes have been raised on more than one 
Occasion recently, but these were doomed 
by the advent of an outside personage. The 
junior Ministers recognise that there is 
nothing they can do apart from makin; 
representations on the matter. 


Market for Rabbits 


During the past few years there has 
been an increase in the number of rabbits 
sent from Ireland to the London market, 
but in the present circumstances many 
more can be sent. Since the war started 
statistics have not been available, but 
before that it was not unusual for more 
rabbits from Ireland to be received in the 
London market than from Australia or 
this country. Although the actual figures 
are unobtainable now, there is no doubt that 


the 


imports from Eire are substantial. Now 
that the mcat ration has been reduced, 
and that liver, oxtail and other foods 


officially described as offal are obtainable 
only with meat coupons, the demand for 
rabbits has been far in excess of supply, 
and consignments from Eire have 
eagerly bought up by butchers, who have 
been as glad to offer rabbits as housewives 
have been to buy them. The only troub!o 
has been that, while the retail price is 
controlled, the wholesale price has not been 
the subject of official regulation; but this 
difficulty is removed to-day by a new 
Order of the Minister of Food, which fixes 
the week's price not only for the retail, 
but also for the wholesale, trade. Tlic 
demand for rabbits recently has been so 
great that wholesale prices have been -o 
near to the week's retail schedule tha: 
shopkeepers have been receiving virtual; 
no profit. 


Shelters for Schools

on during the time that the shelters are 
occupied. 


Overcoming the Fire Bomb 


A Hove man has invented a method of 
dealing with incendiary bombs, and it is 
so simple that it can be adopted in every 
home. The idea is the fitting of a wir: 
frame inside a metal dustbin, the frame 
being held in place by a layer of thick 
paper. The device has been given a public 
demonstration, and it was shown to he 
effective in both reducing the glare from 
the fire and smothering the bomb. Tha 
dustbin lid also gives a measure of protec- 
tion in the event of an explosion. Tho 
bomb may not always be put out, but in 
bá cases the device would be of real 
value.

The five points of the bill would give 
the President : 

Power to manufacture any defence article 

for any country whose defence he 

considered vital to the defence of the 
United States; 

To sell, exchange, lease or lend such 
article ;

To give mformation pertaining to any 
such article, and 

The release of any such article for export. 

Mr. Barclay introduced the bill. in the 
Senate, and Mr. McCormack is the House. 
They stated “the bill simply translates into 
legislative form the policy of making this 
country the arsenal for the Democracies.” 
They declared the President could dispose 
of any material, as well as equipment, now in 
the hands of ou. Army or Navy, according 
to our own needs as he sees them . . with- 
out the formality of public advertisement.

did not authorise American vessels to deliver 
war materials in combat areas. 

Another provision of the bill enables 
America to buy war materials in countries 
whose defence was vital to America if such 
materials were not available in America.

ARMS FACTORY T 
DESTROYED 


ABOUT EIGHTY PEOPLE 
KILLED

News has reached London of the accidental 
destruction of the Policka munition factory 
in Eastern Moravia, Czechoslovakia. About 
eighty people were killed. 

On Christmas Eve three violent explosions 
were heard in Brno, capital of Moravia, which 
is sixty miles from Policka. 

The factory had been under German mili- 
tary control since the beginning of the war, 
The majority of the workers were Czechs. 

The German authorities have subjected 
large numbers of Czechs to very close 
examination as to the circumstances in which 
the explosions occurred, according to other 
reports reaching London. This suggests that 
they are concerned about possible sabotage. 

The factory, which was one of considerable 
importance, was, it is believed, entirely 
destroyed. There is, however, no confirmation 
in London of the suggestion of sabotage. All 
reports specify that the explosion was acci- 
dental. 

The factory is situated in the Bohemian- 
Moravian frontier, and was regarded as of 
first-class importance. 

At the beginning of the war several hun- 
dreds of persons were employed there, but 
since the outbreak of war the works have been 
extended, and the number of employes was 
increased to about two thousand.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION

The Bishop of “il (Most Rev. Dr. 
Collier), speaking at Kilkenny Vocational 
Schools on Thursday evening, said :—Millions 
of pounds a year are lost in this country be- 
cause of want of technical education, even 
in primary matters like cooking. house- 
keeping, buying and selling, mending and 
making. e are credited with being an 
intelligent race, and Í am sure it is true. 
This makes the tragedy of our uneducated 
workers all t!.e greater, when you have 
brains, hands, muscles, and the schools almost 
free at your doors. 

He appealed to > to see that their 
boys hip girls took full advantage of the 
opportunities offered for advancement in life 
through the technical schools. 

Children are too young to realise this, he 
said, but ents are very criminal who allow 
their children to run wild about the streets 
of the city, or in the country, ignorant and 
untrained, condemned to life in the ranks of 
the unskilled workers, at home or abroad, 
hewers of waod or hod-carriers to those who 
have availed themselves of technical educa- 
tion, to draw them out of the ranks of the 
unemployed or the unskilled, underpaid, over- 
worked toilers. 

In this country, he continued, we are half 
a cent behind more enlightened peoples in 
technical education, and the worst of it is we 
do not seem to realise it or care about it. 

For our ordinary boys and girls, technical 
education should be considered the natural 
and necessary completion of the primary 
schools. The money spent on making techni- 
cal education compulsory would soon be re- 
— * to the nation in greater work capacity 
and efficiency, and in the elimination of waste 
in every direction. With regard to technical 
skill and knowledge, we are a third-class 
nation when we should be in the first rams.
